To the members of the Executive Committee 


Doar Friends, 

A few of the applications for affiliation, submitted to the 
last meeting of the Executive Comraittoe, had to bo loft in suspense 
for lack of particulars or because no official request had yet been 
roceived. 

Since the meeting, a formal application, with a copy of the Rules, 
has been roceived from tho British Guiana Seafarers’ Union. It was 
discussod by the Management Committee at its last mooting and this 
Committee recommended acceptanco. Tho organization had,at the end 
of 1956, 123 paying members among seafarers and fishermen. They 
requested to be allowed to pay affiliation foes at a concessionary 
rato. 

There is another caso on which wo would draw your attention. 

It concerns tho Central African Rood Servicos Workors’ Trade Union 
(Northern Rhodesia). An application for membership wao received 
from this union at tho end of last year but through an oversight 
was not submitted to the Executive Committee mooting. During his 
stay in Africa, the General Jccr'-tary had the occasion of meeting 
tho General Socrotary of this union. Tho last meeting of tho 
Management Comnittoe havo now doalt with tho request and rocommend 
acceptance. The membership of this union is about 700. 

Ir. order not to kc op those two organizations waiting for too 
long for our decision, we should be grateful to let us know in 
writing whether you agree to their admission. 

We should further like to inform you that, since tho last 
mostlng of tho Executive Comnittoe, applications for affiliation 
were received from tho Transport 3c Allied Workers’ Union of Tanganyika 
ami from the Uganda Railway Asian Union. The Executive Committee 
docidod to admit those two organizations subject to receipt of 
a formal application. They have therefore now boon accepted into 
■omborahip of the I.T.P.

RESOLTIIOM ON THE INTERACTIONAL ST WAT ION 


This omorgoncy Joint oonforonco of the ITF Dockers’ end 
Soafarers* Section, meeting with members of the Exocutivo 
Committee in London on 8 and 9 Novoobor, has given careful and 
anxious consideration to the present international situation, 
with particular reforence to the crisis in the Middle East and 
the soviet campaign of repression in Hungary. 


With rognrd to tho position in the Middle East, tho 
oonforonco roonlls that tho ITF has alroady strongly condemned 
tho military action by tho Israeli, British and Fronch Govern¬ 
ments and statoi that thoro can bo no justification for a 
unilatoral decision to rosort to armed intorvontion. 


Tho oonforonco expresses its satisfaction that a coaso- 
firo has now been arranged in tho Middlo East aroa, and calls 
upon tho Israoli, British and French Govornnonts to withdraw 
thoir troops from Egyptian torritory at tho oarliost possiblo 
oooont in conformity with tho resolution which has boon adoptod 
by an overwhelming mnjority in tho General Assembly of tho 
Unitod Nations. In the opinion cf tho oonforonco, such a with¬ 
drawal in ossontial to tho restoration of peace in tho area. 


The oonforonco exprossos Its horror and revulsion at tho 
ruthloss slaughtor of froodom-loving Hungarians which is now 
being oarried cut by tho amod forces of Soviot Russia. It 
roo.lls that tho Hungarian poople woro trying to achiovo by 
paaoeful moans tho olomontnry human rights which aro takon for 
granted in all donocratic countrios: porsonal liborty of spoech; 
froodom of religious beliof; froodom of association in trado 
unions and political partlos; the right to striko and to oloct 
a rovomnont of thoir own choice. In roply to these demands the 
Soviot Qovornnont has troachorously intorvoned and is suppressing 
a nntion-wido novomont for liborty with a brutality which is a 
disgraco to tho civilizod world. 


Tho oonforence Joins with tho rest cf the froe world in 
condorming this Intorvontion and in voicing its indignation and 
an,.or at the barbarous methods onployod against tho peoplo of 
Hungry. It considors that tho International Labour Movonont 
oannot fail to glvo pmotical oxprossion to its support for tho 
Hungarian poople and its loathing for thoir oppressors. It 
oalls upon tho ICFTU to undortako nn international boycott of 
all Russian goods and services, and declaros that the dockoro' 
and soafarors* sections of the ITF stand ready to tako thoir 
full part in tho action and calls upon all othor catogories of 
transport workors also to play thoir respoctivo parts. 

As a further token of solidarity with the poople of Hungary, 
tho Exeoutivo Connitteo has docidod to make a grand of £5,000 to 
aid tho victims of Communist opprossion.
